The (Junior College Library was 
recently the recipient of a collection 
of about fifty copies of twenty-nine 
newspapers and magazines, most of 
which were published before 1900. 
Ths collection was presented to the 
library by Marlene and Oden Fowler 
of Woodland Mills. former Junior 
College student?, and the sister and 
brother of a present student, Naomi 
Fowler. 

Tho oldest item in the collection is 
a copy of The Tri-Weekly Kentucky 
Yeoman, published at Frankfort, Ky., 
on May 2, 1854, almost eighty-one 
years ago The printer and publisher 
was S. I. M. Major, Jr. 

The makeup of the Yeoman differs 
greatly from the modern American 
newspaper. The front page consists 
exclusively of advertisements extoll¬ 
ing the virtures of patent medicines, 
new stocks of merchandise, and offer¬ 
ing rewards for finding certain per¬ 
sons. The chief editorial deals with 
the Nebraska Bill, which was then 
before Congress. European news is 
contained in a column headed. Three 
Days Later News From Europe. To¬ 
day, we think nothing of reading of 
happenings in China the same day 
they occur. 

Tho collection contains four copies 
of The Saturday Evening Poet, pub¬ 
lished in 1858. These issues present a 
startling contrast to this week’s is¬ 
sue of the giant of the magazine 
world. The magazine of 1858 was 


printed on a fair grade of newsprint 
and can be best compared with the 
magazine section of a modern news¬ 
paper. As a whole it lacked illus¬ 
trations, and the contents were defi¬ 
nitely inferior to our magazine sec¬ 
tion. The issues contain eight pages 
each. On page seven there is a col¬ 
umn of market quotations. No more 
advertising was carried fchan lg con¬ 
tained in this issue of The Volette. 
The editor, Henry Peterson, stated 
with evident pride that all material 
in the magazine was set up exclus¬ 
ively for it and was not copied from 
any newspaper. The masthead con¬ 
tained the following information: 

“Established August 4, 1821. Whole 
Number Issued, 1905." 

The collection of newspapers also 
contains copies of The Hickman 
Courier, printed as early as 1876; | 
Neals State Gazette, Dyersburg, I 
1885; Nashville Banner, 1906; News- 
anner, Troy, 1896; The Commercial, 
Union City, 1902: The Weekly Amer¬ 
ican, Nashville, 1884; The Republic, 
St. Louis, 1902; The Louisville Week¬ 
ly. 1873: Na'hville Union and Amer¬ 
ican, 1870; St. Louis Weekly Globe- 
Democrat, 1888; Daily American, 
Nashville, 1889; The Weekly World, 
Nashville, 1884: Hartford Herald, 
Hartford, Ky.. 1884; Baptist Flag, 
1908; The Weekly Courier-Journal, 
Louisville, 1888; The Republic, St. 
Louis, 1902; Memphis Morning News, 


1902; and The Baptist Banner, Mar¬ 
tin, 1907. 

The collection of magazines also 
includes: The Christian Advocate, 
1885; Street and Smith's New York 
Weekly, 1896; The Rural Sun, Nash¬ 
ville, 1874; The Gentlewoman, Mod¬ 
ern Stories. New York, I860; The 
Hearthstone. New York, 1895; and 
The Texas Farm Journal, 1902. 

The Gentlewoman features an ar¬ 
ticle entitled, "How to Keep A Hus¬ 
band Home at Night.” The waiting 
line of wives of faculty members will 
please form on the right. 

This collection of newspapers and 
periodicals is considered a valuable 
addition to the Library's collection of 
old publications. The Library's file 
of The Atlantic Monthly extends 
back to Volume 1, Number 1, Novem¬ 
ber, 1857. The file of Harper's 
Month y is not complete, although it 
begins with Volume 1, June to Nov¬ 
ember, 1850, of Harper’s New Month¬ 
ly Magazine. 

The Library also possesses volumes 
of Littells Living Age of 1772 and 
1880; Ha per s Weekly of 1882, 1883. 
and 1886 (Thomas Hardy's “The 
Mayor of Casterbridgc" was a serial 
in Harper's Weekly in 18821; Frank 
Leslie' Popular Monthly, January to 
December, 1889; Harper’s Bazaar, 
1872 and 1874 (with a serial by An¬ 
thony Trollope!, and Demorest’s J 
Monthly Magazine, 1889.
